A string 


of freight cars standing on a siding 
two blocks away was. completely over 
turned jvh|lo,une of the huge electri 
locomotives qf the company was com- 
pletely demolinhed. Steel tanks about 
20 by 15 feet .were shot through a 
three foot solid brick wall like pro- 
pectileH and sunk in the Niagara river 
some 100 y«rdn distant.

Politically speaking, the President took a long chance 


whin he compelled congress to give him a vote of confi- 
dence, which means, in effect, that he is to have absolute- 
ly free rein in dealing with Germany and Austria not 
•lone in the submarine controversy, but in all future dip- 
kpnatic questions, however close they may seem to draw 
us to the brink of war. 


The President has been directing the Lusitania mat- 


ter since last April—almost a year—and he has arrived 
nowhere. When that tragedy was fresh in the minds of
